TAKEN OrT OF THE GENEBAL BUBSI08. 

By the first of which it shall at once be seen, which Office shall he celebrated, if 

many Festivals occur upon the same day. 
By the second^ in what way the preceding Office shall concur at Vespers with 

the Office of the following day. 

THE FIRST TABLE. 

It must be not-ed, tliat any Double whatsoever, even tbougli it be the Feast 
of the Patron, or Title of a Church, or the Dedication of the same, shall be 
transferred if it occur on the Vigil of Christmas and Pentecost, on the Circum- 
cision, on the Octave of the Epiphany, on Ash Wednesday, during the whole 
of Holy Week, within the Octaves of Easter and Whitsuntide, on Ascension 
Day, [on the Festival of Corpus Christi, on the Festival of the Assumption of 
the Blessed Virgin,] or upon All Saints' Day. 

Within the Octave of the Epiphany only the Feasts of the Patron, or Titular 
Saint of the Church, and Dedication of the same, shall be kept, with commemo- 
ration of the Octave : other Festivals shall be transferred until after the Octave. 

[Within the Octave of Corpus Christi, a Semidouble shall be transferred, 
and no Double shall be transferred to a day within the same ; Commemoration 
shall be made of the Octave, whatever Double shall happen.] 

Within those Octaves, during which Festivals then occurring may be kept, 
if a Semidouble fall on the Sunday, it shall be transferred to the day next fol- 
lowing : and if that shall be hindefed by another like Festival, it shall be 
transferred until after the Octave. 

Of the Octave of Christmas, the Epiphany, [and Corpus Christi,] Commemo- 
ration shall always be made, whatever Festival may occur during them. 

Of the other Octaves, which are not in the Ealendar, no notice shall be taken 
from Ash Wednesday until Low Sunday, and from the Vigil of Pentecost until 
the Festival of Trinity inclusively, and from December 17 until the Epiphany. 

The Octave day shall never be transferred : [so although the Nativity of 
S. John the Baptist when it occurs on Corpus Christi Day shall be transferred 
to the day following, yet the Octave day shall not be transferred, but Comme- 
moration only shall be made of it in the Office of the Octave day of Corpus 
Christi.] 

If such a case should occur, that the Patron or Titular Saint of a Church 
should be set down on the same day in the Ealendar with other Saints, in that 
Church, the Office shall be only of the Patron or Title without commemoration 
of the others. And if these in the said Salendar should be set down as a

Double, or a Semidoublei they shall be transferred to the first day not hindered 
by a like Office, and their Office shall be made Semidouble, unless they belong 
to the Greater Feasts, for then the translated Festival shall be a Double, as if 
it were celebrated upon its own day. But if in the Kalendar all are directed 
to be kept as a Simple Festival, no notice is taken of any others beside the 
Patron Saint. 

Of the Ferias of Advent and Lent, when the Office is not of them, Comme- 
moration shall be made at each Yespers and at Lauds whatever be the Festival : 
of Ember Days, Bogation Monday, and Vigils at Lauds only. But if any 
Yigil occur in Advent, in Lent, upon an Ember Day, or upon a Double Feast 
of the First Class, or on the Feast of a Patron, or Title, or on the Dedication 
of a Church, no notice shall be taken of it ; not even at Lauds. 

THE SECOND TABLE. 

It must be noted, that at the first Vespers of the Octave Day of the Ascen- 
sion [and Corpus Christi,] the whole Office shall be of the Octave, with Comme- 
moration of any preceding Double Festival, unless it shall be a solemn principal 
Festival, whether of the First or Second Class ; because then the Office shall 
be of the Festival, and Commemoration of the Octave. 

At Second Vespers of the Octave Day of the Epiphany, Easter, Ascension, 
[and Corpus Christi,] Commemoration only shall be made of a Double follow- 
ing, except that shall be of the First or Second Class, or the Feast of the Patron 
or Titular, or the Dedication of a Church, because then the Office shall be 
of the Festival, and Commemoration shall be of the Octave. [And in like 
manner when the Octave Day of Corpus Christi shall concur at Second Vespers 
with the Octave Day of S. John the Baptist, Vespers shall be of the Octave of 
Corpus Christi, with Commemoration of S. John's Octave.] 

When many Commemorations shall be made, the following order shall be 
observed. Of a Double, of a Sunday, of a Semidouble, of a day within an 
Octave, of a Greater Feria, or a Vigil, of a Simple. 
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Prayer to he said before the Divine 
Office, 

A LORD, open Thou my mouth to 
^ bless Thy holy Name : cleanse my 
heart from all vain, evil, and wander- 
ing thoughts : enlighten my under- 
standing, kindle my affections ; that 
I may be able to recite this Office with 
attention and devotion, and so be meet 
to be heard before the presence of Thy 
Divine Majesty. Through Christ our 
Lord. I^. Amen. 

O Lord, in union with that Divine 
intention, wherewith Thou didst while 
upon earth offer Thy praises to God, I 
now fulfil this Office to Thee. 

The following Prayer, not being of obli- 
gation, when it is said after the Di- 
* vine Office, shall be said kneeling, 

TTNTO the most holy and undivided 
^ Trinity, unto the Manhood of our 
Crucified Lord Jesus Christ, unto the 
Fruitful Virginity of the most blessed 
and glorious ever Yii^in Mary, and 
unto the whole Company of the Saints 
be everlasting praise, honour, power 
and glory, from every creature, and 
unto us the remission of all sins, 
throughout all ages, world without 
end. B^, Amen. 

'f. Blessed is the womb of the Vir- 
^n Mary which bore the Son of the 
Eternal Father. B^, And blessed are 
the paps which save suck to Christ the 
Lord. Our Fatner. Hail, Mary.

we are daily fed and given to drink, 
washed and sanctified, and made par- 
takers of Thy Divine Nature ; grant me 
Thy holy graces, that being filled there- 
with, I may draw near to Thine Altar 
with a good conscience, that these hea- 
venly Sacraments may be made to me 
salvation and life. Thou hast said with 
Thy holy and blessed Mouth : The 
Bread which I will give is My Flesh, 
Which I will give for the life of the 
world. I am the living Bread, Which 
came down from heaven. If any man 
eat of this Bread, he shall live for ever. 
O sweetest Bread, heal the palate of 
my heart, that I may feel the sweetness 
of Thy love. Heal it of all weakness, 
that I may know no sweetness but 
Thine only. O most pure Bread, hav- 
ing all delight and all sweetness, That 
ever refresnest us, and never failest: 
let my heart feed on Thee, and my in- 
most soul be filled with the sweetness 
of Thy taste. The Angel with full 
mouth feeds on Thee : let me wayfaring 
man feed on Thee according to his 
measure, that he fiul not by the way, 
being refreshed with such a Yiaticum.

Bread, That camcst down from heaven, 
and givest life uuito the world, come 
into my heart, and cleanse me from all 
defilement of flesh and spirit.

NOTE, 

Ihffo things in this translation of the Day Hours of the Western Church seem 
to call for some explanation. 

1. Although the Feasts of Corpus Christie 8. Thomas of Canterbury, the As- 
sumption, the Ghiardian Angels, and the Commemoraiion of AU Souls, are not 
now authoritatively commanded to be celebrated in the Anglican Church, yet 
they are of such universal ohservation in Western Christendom, and are so fre- 
quently commemorated by pious persons and religious communities amongst us by 
^^ (^private or special devotion, that it has been thought good to insert the 
Offices for the abovementioned Commemorations in this Diurnal. 

2. ikkeunse, a^ the practice of taking part in the Communion of Saints by 
directly asking the Mother of &od, the Angels and the Saints, for the assistance 
of their prayers, is becoming more general among English Catholics, such invo- 
eaUons have been retained in the Litanies. 

As to Invocation of Saints, it may be worth calling to mind what one of the 
greediest living theologians of the Anglican Communion has lately written : ** That 
it cannot be doubted that in the latter part of the fourth century the great fathers, 
who sectored and transmitted our faith, prcujtised and taught it," i.e. the custom 
of " directly asking the Saints to use those intercessions in whose efficacy they 
believed." And again, " In principle, then, there is no question, herein, between 
us and any other portion of the Catholic Church." (See the whole of this para- 
graph.) — Explanation of the XXXIX. Articles^ by the Bishop of Brechin^ 
Vol. II., pp. 404, and 421. 

In order, however, that those who do not wish to commemorate the Feasts, Sfc, 
abovenamed, or who scruple to use the Invocations, may not have the usefulness 
of this book destroyed so far as they are concerned, the Offices of Corpus Christi, 
^c, and the Invocations in the Litanies, have been enclosed in brackets, as weU 
CM every arrangement made for conveniently and readily omitting them. 

The translation of the hymn Yeni, Creator, has been inserted by the kind per- 
mission of the Editors of Hymns Ancient and Modern. 
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
